Gutzon Borglum, noted sculptor, 
who destroyed his models for the con- 
federate memorial on Stone mountain, 
visited Chicago yesterday long enough 
to reveal some of the new ideas he 
expects fo put into bronze and stone. 

He arrived from Detroit and de- 
parted last night for Mount Vernon, 
Ia., the next stop on a. lecture tour 
that will carry him to the Pacific coast 
and back to San „ Tex., where 
he is chiseling “ The Trail Drivers,” a 
depiction of cattle and cowboys, to be 
placed at the head of the old Chisham 
trail near that city. 

“I intend to spend four or five years 
on sculpture of frontier days in 
Texas,” he said. “Neither the his 
torians, authors nor sculptors, I feel, 
have yet caught the spirit of this 
mighty wing of the American empire.”
